London, April 4.— The sentence of 
three years' penal servitude Imposed 
on 
Mrs. 
Em m eline 
Pankhurst, 
the 
leader of 
the m ilitant 
suffragettes, 
has aroused the fury of her followers 
and they threaten strong reprisals. 
One of the m ilitant leaders, in an­ 
nouncing the Intention« of the suffra­ 
gettes, went so far as to say that even 
human life would no longer be respect­ 
ed. 
In London, Glasgow and other 
places throughout the country enthusi­ 
astic meetings were hold and every 
mention of Mrs. Pankhurst brought 
forth loud cheers. 
One of the leaders, whoeo name is 
suppressed, gave out 
the 
following 
statement: 
‘‘Hum an life is now in peril, for we 
have resolved no longer to respect it, 
and 
trouble 
of all eorta 
must 
be 
faced.” 
This statement did not cauee sur­ 
prise, for the women, who at flrst only 
set fire to unoccupied houses, have 
made attacks in the last few days 
against occupied residences. 
At Glasgow Mrs. Johus, one of the 
most m ilitant among the suffragettes, 
declared that the m ilitancy of the past 
would be "the merest pin pricks to 
what would happen almost at once ail 
over the country.” She described what 
the woman intended to do as “ the 
coming rulgn of terror.” 


“ More Than Stagger Hum anity.” 


Other women declared that what 
they would do would "m ore than stag­ 
ger hum anity.” 
Scotland 
Yard, 
aroused 
by 
the 
threats of the womon, has sent out 
warnings to owners and tenants of 
property aiul the i>ollce everywhere 
are taking unusual precautions. 
In closing a meeting held under the 
auspices of the W om en’s Social and 
Political union Annie Kenney api>ealod 
to those who were indignant at the 
long sentence on Mrs. Pankhurst. to 
oome forward in the next forty-eight 
hours and show their Indignation by 
some definite deed. 
“ It is alw ays the lawbreakers who 
make things go,” she added. 
M iss Kenney said she wondered if 
the Judge in Bumming up realised that 
instead of stopping the agitation to 
win the vote he was only fanning the 
flames. 
“ Do they think,” she asked, “ that 
because Mrs. Pankhurst Is In prison 
the women are going to sit down like 
a flock of sheep until she comes out? 
M ilitancy w ill go on and It w ill be­ 
come more furious than ever.“ 
There Is lltle probability of Mrs. 
Pankhurst serving 
her sentence of 
three years In prison for Inciting per­ 
sons to commit damage. 
The suf­ 
fragette leader will undoubtedly be re­ 
leased under Home Secretary M cKen­ 
na’s 
new 
bill 
permitting 
ticket-of- 
loave, which 
the suffragettes 
have 
christened “ the cat and mouse bill." 


MR S. PANKHUR ST IS GUILTY 


M iltant English Suffragette Is Given 


Three Years. 


Ixindon, April 
4.— Mrs. 
Em m eline 
Pankhurst, the leader of the m ilitant 
suffragettes, 
was 
found 
guilty 
and 
sentenced to three years’ peual servi­ 
tude at the Old Hailey sessions on 
the charge of inciting persons to com­ 
mit damage in connectionX'ith the ex­ 
plosion at the home of Lloyd-George. 
W hen Justice Lush pronounced her 
sentence he was greeted with hisses 
and booes by the women in the court­ 
room, despite the efforts of policemen 
to keep them quiet. 
The Jurors, In delivering their ver­ 
dict of guilty, unanimously begged the 
magistrate to show mercy to the con­ 
victed woman. 
Mrs. Pankhurst almost broke down 
when the Jury pronounced its verdict.

camped In canvas colonies behind the 
town 
or 
scattered 
among 
country 
friends in the hills. 
Provisions have 
been running short since the town 
has been cut off from the outside 
world and the situation became grave. 
Expected relief from state and other 
sources has not arrived, despite re­ 
peated appeals. 
W hen Captain W . K. 
Naylor, representing the United States 
arm y relief work, and J. C. Walleu- 
meyer, 
state 
deputy 
Inspector 
of 
weights and measures, arrived on the 
relief steamer Isabella and learned of 
the threatened famine they Immedi­ 
ately headed back upstream in quest 
of supplies. 
Captain 
Ixmg, 
representing 
Gov­ 
ernor Dunne, hod already gone up­ 
stream on 
a 
sim ilar 
mission. 
Ho 
started for Mount Vernon, Ind., to see 
If the people there could not be in­ 
duced to come to the aid of the strick­ 
en 
i>eoplo 
of 
Shawneetown. 
W ord 
has been received that the govern­ 
ment ordered rations sent here from 
Ixrnlsrllta, but nothing of the »applies 
has been seen. 
Unless provisions are received soon 
many refugees w ill suffer extremely. 
Their plight was made worse by per­ 
sistant showers that drenched their 
canva« covering and made totally in­ 
adequate the few household articles 
they had brought from Shawneetown. 


Ohio R iver R aging Torrent. 


The Ohio was a river gone mad. A 
twenty-five or thirty mile gale sweep­ 
ing 
straight 
upstream 
churned 
the 
water In swells and billows that ap­ 
proached ocean proportions. The river 
sweeps through the great gap in the 
northern levee 
with tremendous ve- 
Ikdty end It is not impossible that It 
w ill 
form a 
new channel 
straight 
through the town. 
Scattering reports of great destruc­ 
tion and suffering caused by high wa­ 
ter« in neighboring towns are received 
here. 
At Unlontown, Ky., ten mile« 
up the river, Captain Naylor ordered 
five days’ rations, amounting to 1S,0U0 
pounds. 
Fifteen hundred persons are quar­ 
tered at the Unlontown fair grounds, 
many of them glad to obtain accom­ 
modation« in the horse sheds. 
Caeeyville, Ky., three Iniles south, 
was wiped out. 
The town hall, all the 
churches and all frame buildings, were 
carried down the Ohio 
Two hundred 
persons fled to the hills, where they 
are being cared for by friends. 
I)s 
Koven, 
Ky., 
ten 
miles south, 
and 
norm ally two niiles and a half from 
the river, Is marooned, except for boat 
communication. 
R ailroad 
traffic 
Is 
impossible, except for a few 
miles 
each way, and the wagon roads are im­ 
passable. 
The coal mines were shut 
down and all supplies being receive 1 
came in by sm all boats.

Equ inoctial Phenomenon Has Abso­ 
lutely Nothing to Do W ith Origin of 
Disturbances of the Elements— R e ­ 
cent Events Support Theorists.

4.— [Special.]— 
For many years the weather bureau 
hns been trying to convince tlie gen 
eral public that the equinoctial storm 
is a myth. 
W illis L. Moore, tho retir­ 
ing chief, brought down severe criti­ 
cism upon himself by once declaring 
that the sun crossing tho equinoxes 
each spring and fall had as much to 
do with the weather as the second curl 
of the pig’s tail on the tnste of the 
bacon, or words to that effect. 
In lnte years the weather sharps 
have about given up arguing the case 
They have said that storms occur In 
the changing seasons, but the fact that 
the sun crosses an Im aginary line on the 
surface of the earth hns nothing what­ 
ever to do with causing the storms. 
Bu t the weather sharps have receiv­ 
ed a severe Jolt this year. 
The storms 
atKMit the period when the sun crossed 
the tropic of Capricorn on its northern 
pilgrimage has made any argument of 
these highly scientific men apj>eiir ab­ 
surd. 
Equinoctial storms? 
W hy, of 
course! 


Other Scientific Scoffers. 


There are 
more scientific 
men In 
Washington than In any sim ilar area 
anywhere on the face of the earth 
They are men who want to have a prac­ 
tical demonstration on a scientific basis 
before they w ill believe. 
The nonscl- 
entlsts are having considerable amuse­ 
ment with the scientists these days be­ 
cause they scoffed so severely at the 
long distance prognostlcators a 
few 
months ugo 
Many of us read the direful forebod 
ings predicting wars in Europe, deaths 
of kings, storms and disasters In this 
and other countries and were of much 
the same opinion as the Washington 
scientists, but we didn’t go to the front 
and prove by science that ttie predic­ 
tions were im|K>ssibie and guesswork. 
And so these are sad days for those 
men of science. 


Democratic Sim plicity. 


W e are going to have the same old 
fight over again as to whether we 
should send only rich men abroad or 
build residences for them to live In or 
pay them higher salaries, and It w ill 
end In the declaration by the coming 
Democratic congress thnt Jeffersonian 
sim plicity requires that we do not ai>e 
the extravagant expenditures of for­ 
eign courts and attempt to vie with 
kings and nobles, but to return to J e f ­ 
fersonian 
sim plicity, 
such 
as 
Ben 
Franklin made famous when lie was 
minister to France, long before Jer- 
ferson made doctrines for future gen­ 
erations. 
W o may build a few more embassies, 
but we w ill not increase salaries. R ich 
men 
will tie appointed to these Impor­ 
tant 
posts—Important In the way of 
honor—or they may be filled by men of 
small means who will not attempt to 
make a grand display or what the 
country people call a “ splurge.” 


An Economical Diplomat. 


One of the kingdoms of much display 
and 
glory once sent to the 
United 
Ftatets an envoy who was very frugal 
H e lived In a few rooms In Washing 
ton; he picked up (tens and pencils at 
the state department; 
lie 
used 
the 
blank sheets of paper which accom­ 
panied notes from this government to 
him upon which to write return mes­ 
sages and notes. 
The state depart­ 
ment could Identify the paper. 
That man was an ambassador, ami 
If he did not become the dean of the 
diplomatic corps be came very close to 
it on account of his long service in this 
capital. 
I!«» accomplished such work 
us was ne c e ssar y 
between his country 
and our own. 
H e could not have done 
more If be had be e n u lavish spender 
and entertainer. 


Third Party Color. 


Vic Murdock as leader of the third 
party in the house recalls the fact that 
the last time there was a third party 
in that legislative body he. too. was 
red headed. 
That was Tom Watson, 
the leader of the Populist*, who after 
ward was the Populist nominee with 
Bryan In 1MD6.

PASSES COMPENSATION I 1 1 


Senate Votes Unanim ously cn Imper- 
tant Measures. 


St. Paul, April 4.— The er.q 
ers’ 
liability bill drafted 
by 
the 
'd a l 
senate committee appointed tv« 
-ars 
ago passed the senate by unun* ,:ous 
vote. 
No fight wne made on the bill tself, 
but severnl 
amendments were 
pro­ 
posed. 
Only one was adopted, that 
exempting e m ployers 
from 
lia b ility 
under the bill where they hr e In­ 
sured the risk in an approved insur­ 
ance company, except where the In­ 
surance company proves insolvent. 
The bill has taken 
feature« 
'm m 
both the Wisconsin and the New 
Ter 
sey laws. 
It takes away from the em­ 
ployer all common law defense;. In 
eluding that of willful negligence, ex 
oept those of willful self-infltetfon or 
drunkenness. 
The bill provides compensation for 
*11 employe« who are Injured, except 
lng farm laborers and domestic serv­ 
ants and persons whose employment 
Is m erely casual, and not In the usual 
course of trade or tnMduesa of the 
• tnployer. 
The compensation is to be 
ha graduated weekly payments, bated 
on the wages of the injured, the total 
paid in case of death or permanent 
disability not to exceed $3,BOO 
Nine bills on the hous« calendar 
were passed. Among them was K erry 
Conley’s bill reorganizing the flr* m ar­ 
shal’s office, and P. H. M cO arry's bfll 
providing that 
new 
counties 
rm»st 
have an assessed valuation of $4,000,- 
000.

the national capital. 
Lascurain would 
serve out the incomplete term of the 
late ITestdent Madero. 
As m inister of exterior relations In 
Madero’s former cabinet Lascurain Is 
entitled to serve as next In line, in 
view of the death ot Madero and Vice 
President Suarez. 
The Huerta cabi­ 
net would be retained by the compro­ 
mise. 
This arrangement. It is Bald, hs* 
been offered to the constitutionalists 
now fighting the Huerta government 
in Northern Mexico. It I* declared that 
Governor Garranoti of Coabaita has 
agreed and that the Sonora tneurreo- 
tkmlsts will fall In line. 
The decision 
of the 
present pro­ 
visional president Is aakl to have bees 
occasioned by the recent uprising of 
Zapata In the south, which places the 
Huerta forces between two fires. 
Mexican m ilitary men here estimate 
that Huerta has not more than 14.W9 
troops in all Mexico with which to 
meet the situation 
This Is even less 
than Porllrlo Id a* jxnseessed In com­ 
batting the Madero revolution. Madero 
on taking office began recruiting vol­ 
unteer troops with the ex-lnsurrect# 
carp« as a basis. 
In the meantime the regular army 
was not recruited to normal strength. 
The desertion to the opposing side of 
the m ajority of the volunteer group« 
has left the actual government force* 
far below par. 


Cairo. 111.. April 4.— R ain falling In 
a steady downpour and the rough flood 
waters washing against the sacks of 
sand piled on the concrete levee wall 
changed conditions m aterially here. A 
confidence seems to have sprung up 
among the citizens. 
In spite of the climbing waters many 
persons believe the levee w ill stand 
any strain and if trouble does come it 
will be an overflow and not a break. 
Only a f«*w inches separate the sur- 
faoe of the water and the top of the 
government gauge, w'hich is tlfty-flvo 
feet. 
Two inches higher than this 
would bring the water to th<* top of 
the 
concrete wall, 
with only 
sand 
sacks to keep It back from the c ity’s 
business district. 
Above Eighteenth street, where the 
wall stops, 
sand Hacks are holding 
back the flood now and although thi»ro 
is a great seepage th<* volume of wa­ 
ter in the river has thus far fall**d to 
force them. 
Ensign Melvin, in charge of the dis­ 
patch boat service between Cairo and 
Mound City, 111., reported 
that 
th<* 
levee was still holding at the latter 
place, but that the Ohio waters had 
backed into Cache river to an alarm ­ 
ing height and that th«* levee back of 
the town api«ear«*d pitifully weak. 
Most of the 600 persons ther«» are 
now encamped in the courthouse, In­ 
cluding two companies of militiamen, 
AH women and children have either 
loft town or have been compelled to 
do ao. 


ZION 
ELDER IS 
AR R ESTED 


Leads Decoy Voliva Squad at Factory, 


but Marshal Geta Him. 


Zion City, III., April 4.— An elder of 
the Zionist church was arrested here 
as a result of continued disturbances 
Incident to the cumpaign of the Voliva

W ashington th an in any sim ilar aren 
anyw here on th e face of th e earth 
They a re m en w ho w ant to have a prac­ 
tical d ernonstration on a scientific basis 
before they will believe. 
T h e nonscl- 
en tlsts nre having considerable am use­ 
m ent w ith tb e scien tists these days l»e- 
cause they scoffed so severely a t the 
long distance prognosticators a 
few 
m ouths ago 
M any of us rend the direful forebod 
lngs predicting w ars in E urope, deaths 
of kings, storm s and d isasters In this 
and o th er countries and w ere of much 
the sam e opinion as th e W ashington 
scientists, but we didn t go to tb e front 
and prove by science th a t the predic­ 
tions w ere im possible an d guessw ork. 
And so these are sad days fo r those 
men of science.
